Conference was oi>enetl by the usual re- 
ligious exercises, which were led by K«v. 
N. M. Shurick, when, Bishop Morris in the 
chair, the names of Josephus White and 
Wm. Martin were announced as having 
been ordained Deacons. 

The Committee oi Kxaniinulion lor 136<; 
are as follows: To examine candidates for 
admission on trial, alao for local Deacons 
and Elders' orders, the Presiding Elder 
and p: eacher in charge whence the candi- 
date comes. On the cours-j of aludies for 
traveling preacher*, 1st year— H. D. Lash- 
brook and N. M. Shurick. 2d year— N. W. 
Darlington, W. A. Dotson. id vc.tr— & S. 
IVllville and J. P. Pell. Rh year— W. H. 
Black and J. W. Langley. 

K. v. 0. B. PllMM was appointed to 
preach the missionary sermon at the next 
Confe.ence. 

The resolution under discussion at the 
close of the Conference on Saturday was 
uow resumed. A subst.tute was offered by 
llev. N. W. Darlington, in the d iscussion of 
which he and others took part; but from an 
ex] .anation given by Bkfeop Am. m, the en- 
tire matter was laid upon t..e table. 

Rev. ( lark Policy was granted a location 
at his own remio-t. 

The scat of the next OOBference was now 
fixed upon. It is to be at Main street charge, 
Covington, Ky. 

The Steward's report, including that upon 
gecessitous cases, was read and adopted. 
The total claim for the TMI was SV-1"', and 
the deficiency was |I,277. 

The report of the Missionary Committee 
was received and adtoptetl. The total 
amount raised was ?'Jlt 15; one-third ad- 
vance OpOM the previous year, tin ', o."> of 
this amount was collated on Saturday 
night at the Missionary anniversary. This 
u n.s a most interesting oS-asiou. The Uev. 
Dr. W iley, editor of the Ladies' Repository 
at Cincinnati, delivered a discourse in be- 
half of the Missionary Society of the Ken- 
tucky OOn fer eiwe, which was a suc inct 
view of the present status of the world, and 
full of enlightenment. He was for some 
years ralMrinnarT to CUaa, Rev. Dr. Par- 
sons followed him with an ftddreaa, at times 
humorous, witty, and pathetic, eventuat- 
ing in the lifting from the pockets ol the 
WMMMIlbly the very hamlsome amoonl al.o\ e 
stated. The offipers of this ,-o -itty for the 
ensuing year are as follows: J. T, Harri- 
son, President; <i. W. Johns.. n, BtMsretaiy; 
\V. A. Dotson, Treasure:. Managers— Reva. 
Darliimton, Lashbnmk, and Reasoner. 

The appropriations made by the Society 
to different charged in the ConfamMM were 
concurred in by liibhop Morris.

Prom all the tketl gleAned from various 
sources of information as well as from 
daily observations, we are led to the sad 
conclusion thai the vice of Intemperance 
is increasing at a fearfully rapid rate in our 
land. It is an esjiecial source of sadness to 
witness the blighting inlluence which in- 
toxicating drinks are daily exertiug upou 
the young men of our country, multitudes 
of whom are falling victims to the terrible 
vice, are robbed of their manhood, and in 
every sense of the word rendered unlit to 
exercise properly the functions, or dis- 
charge safely the responsible duties of citi- 
zens of a free and independent nation. 
Thousands of our young men— the very 
ilower of our land, whom the dreadful ne- 
. .-ssit v of war have taken from their homes 
into the army, and nre induced by the in- 
iluences surrounrliug them to take intoxi- 
cating drinks to lire up their passions and 
madden them for the deadly coutlict, will 
return to their homes greatly demoralized, 
and cause a Hood of intemperance to spread 
over our land, unless checked, greater and 
more deplorable than has ever been wit- 
nessed iu the past history of our Dation. 
We therefore feel that there never was a 
period in our country's history when as 
Christians and friends of humanity we 
hav e had creatcr reason for alarm than at 
present. This is very far from being a 
time for inactivity. It is aoit' that the most 
vigorous cll'orts possible should be put forth 
in order that this great evil may be checked 
in its work of destruction. Therefore. 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to 
renew our exertions iu promoting and es- 
tablishing the principles of temperance 
within the bounds of our charges. 

Resolved, That we will endeavor earn- 
estly aud faithfully to pres en t this subject 
to our congregations as oftsn as practicable 
la our sermons and by special lectures up- 
on the subject. 

Res .lvcd, That it is inconsistent for a 
Christian to give his patronage to men in 
any department of business who make, 
vend, or use intoxicating drinks as a bev- 
erage.

The above report was adopted, when the 
Bishop announced the action of the late 
i toners] ObltJsraBOS, In providing for a cen- 
tennial celebration of American Methodism. 
It was ordained that the committee for tho 
object be appointed at the next Conference, 
and that Rev. N. W. Darlington preach the 
centennial anniversary sermon. 

STATE OF THE eoi'KTKY AND CHCTROB. 

The Committee on the State of the Coun- 
try and of the Church made tho following 
report: 

Resolved, That with profound reverence 
we recognize Almighty <»od as the Gover- 
nor of Nations. In the history of our fa- 
thers, and of the United States especially, 
in the progress towards universal pSSdom, 
since the present national struggle with the 
slaveholders' rebellion began, we see the 
power and goodness of Cod as clearly as the 
If avens declare his glory. 

Resolved, That wo have great respeet for 
aud confidence in the Chief Magistrate of 
the nation. We congratulate him on the 
brightening prospect of speedily crushing 
the rebellion; approve his administration, 
including his proclamation of freedom to 
the slave, and hereby pledge ourselves to 
labor for liberty and the elevation of the 
human race, and to continue to pray for the 
Government, our noble Generals, and 
brave men in the field, as also for their 
families at home, in the hope that we shall 
soon have peace in all the land. 

Resolved, That the prospects of the M. E. 
Church in Kentucky are encouraging; the 
probable emancipation by the next session 
of our Legislature in the growing anti- 
slavery sentiment of the common people, 
together with the fact that the truly loyal 
people in our State, who wish to be Metho- 
dists, look to our church for a home, pre- 
sent us a field "white to tho harvest.'' 
We enter our work afresi} in the fear of 
Got!, knowing that there yet lies before us a 
great struggle for the right, wo meet the is- 
sue and expect to conquer in Jesus' name. 

Resolved, That tho Kentucky Annual 
Conference cheerfully, heartily and unani- 
mously concur in the amendment of tho 
general rule on slavery, as proposed by the 
General Conference, so as to forever forbid 
Blaveholding iu tho Church of God.

The last resolution, above, was acted up- 
on separately, but both it and the report 
were unanimously adopted. 

The Committee on Memoirs reported a 
short obituary on the death of Rev. James 
M. Mclntyre, which took place during tho 
year. 

The Committee on Sunday Schools re- 
ported three appropriate resolutions, which 
were adopted. 

Resolutions of thanks were offered, stand- 
ing, for the U8e of the German M. E. Church, 
and to the friends in Newport for their kind 
entertainment of the members of the Con- 
ference. 

After singing and prayer by Kev. Mr. 
Mehara^of the Cincinnati Coherence, Bi 



raents, remarking that, since the formation 
of the Kentucky Conference, iu 18.">2, he had 
prasideu over five of their annual gath- 
erings. He had come to know and 
appreciate their circumstances. The 
openings before them now were very 
encouraging. Official members of a cer- 
tain circuit interrogated him on his way to 
conference at one time thus: "Suppose 
you send us good preachers, Bishop?"

Second, 
lie must stay there. Reasons were given 
why, among them was the solemnizing of 
marriage, but above all the visiting the 
sick of his parish, and the attendance of 
funerals, "Work," said the venerable man, 
"trusting in God for results." See the prov- 
idence of God in preserving you in your 
work from.violent deaths, from bushwhack- 
ers and sharpshooters. Let us thank God 
and take courage. He had reached the 
other side of 70, aud though feeble to day 
on account of a severe cold, in the main 
was iti comfortable health, with buoyant 
spirits — never enjoyed life better, and was 
never more hopeful of the future, lie had 
not missed the presidency of a Conference 
assigned to him iu twenty-nine years.

Our CItv Police. 

The question comes up to-night, we un- 
derhand, before the City Council of Louis- 
v\\\e of uni/onning the police force of the 
city. 

On the pure merits of the case, we do not 
-ce how there can be much discussion, or 
cause for delay in action. The importance 
of the measure has beeu settled by the ex- 
l>erieuee of every large city iu Christendom. 
It is not a matter of theory at all. The 
growth of cities in this country has, in one 
instance after another, developed the im- 
I>erati\ e necessity of the measure. The de- 
maud for a police force that shall Ixj known 
by iLs garb exists wherever the demand 
for such a force exists at all. A city large 
enough to have a police, and to pieclude 
the mutual personal acquaintance of all its 
inhabitants and guests, is large enough to 
require that body to wear some visible and 
eaaOj recoguiised insignia of office. 

When a city has attained a certain size as 
to area and population, this necessity be- 
comes irresistible and is universally ac- 
knowledged. But the necessity is present 
from the beginning in more or *ess urgent 
form. That it has attained the imperative 
mood in Louisville is webelieve more near- 
ly a unanimous conviction of our citizens 
than anything that could be named. 

That a policeman should wear some sym- 
bol of his authority is only second in im- 
portance to his possession of that authority. 
And if public service forms any part of bis 
motive in accepting his functions he will 
..romptly acquiesce in this view. In every 
instance where he has occasion to arrest of- 
fenders, or give warning to unwitting in- 
fractors of law, his uniform commands 
immediate respect, and in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred precludes resistance or de- 
nial of his authority. A uniformed police 
is in short a real one. A jwlice that is not 
uniformed, is altogether too often, not even 
a sho*. 

In the average man there is nothing more 
common aud persistent than the tendency 
to shirk unpleasant duty. II this can be 
done without open shame, the perpetrator 
will find, and marshal to the tribunal of 
his own conscience, all soils of excuses and 
justifications. The public eye on a public 
servant is an exceedingly wholesome slim- 
ulant, as well as restraint. Since the days 
of Fden human nature has stood in con- 
stant need of coercion of one kind or an- 
other. In private enterprises the prospect 
of private aggrandizement furnishes abun- 
dant stimulus to action, and the network 
of society and of law, the needful restraints. 
But the man who works for the public 
needs some extraneous propelling influence 
for his inertia, not less than a check for his 
selfishness. 

Where his function is of such a nature as 
not to leave in the record of his a. is any 
adequate test of his fidelity, it is indispen- 
sable that he should be specially BMBBPaOU- 
ous in the performance or non-performance 
of his duty. Just these conditions are 
present in the office of policeman. And 
th ta functionary needs the unobtrusive but 
potent and constant coercion of public no- 
tice. 

Nearly all the cities of this country large 
and small have tested the measure we are 
advocating by experiment and decided in 
it- favor. The general verdict is that a 
uniformed policeman is worth from three 
to five that are not.

Yankees and the Chivalry. 

The "chivalry" has one of the character- 
istics of sublime natural scenery, viz: of 
•ruthering enchantment of view from dis- 
tance. The snarling din of crimination 
and recrimination now going on in unhap- 
py rebeldoui, the charges of corruption, 
extortion, cowardice, disloyalty, unmiti- 
gated selfishness, unheard-of cupidity and 
uieanuess, which are flying back and forth 
between the different departments of their 
Government, MRM individuals high in 
authority, between State and Confederate 
officials, between press and people, make 
an aggregate showing of quite ordinary 
and average human characteristics, rankly 
and offensively developed under the influ- 
ence of vicious institutions and adverse 
fortunes. Nothing can be more obvious 
than that the immaculate chivalry do not 
have an unlimited admiration for one 
another. And they moreover see in each 
other a marked excess of the very qualities 
w hich they have hitherto held to be the 
sum-total of Yankee traits, and which they 
have lacked breath aud language to ade- 
quately express their scornful loathing of. 
As a single, but by no means signal exam- 
ple, take this from the Richmond Dispatch. 
Th.- editor is commenting upon some re- 
mark of Ward Beecher respecting the plant- 
ing of New England ideas in the South: 

We have heard a good deal of Yankee 
love of money and other property, but we 
have our doubts whether they can give our 
native-born speculators and extortioners 
any new ideas on that subject. Judging by 
inequality of the milk which is sold in 
Richmond at the moderate price of ten 
dollars a quart, we should say that a patent 
had already been obtained here from those 
Yankee milkmen who are said to skim 
their milk on the top, and then turn it over 
and skim the bottom, and then divide it in 
ten parts, carefully skimming each part. 
The love of property, that, in face of the 
declaration of Gen. Lee that the employ- 
ment of negroes is a military necessity, re- 
fuses to make the sacrifice, needs no impor- 
tation of New England ideas toinvigorate lis 
hold upon goods and chattels. We must 
do New England the justice to say that its 
ideas on the subject of defending its own 
homes from the period of the Indian wars 
to the close ol the American revolution, 
never went to the extent of refusing any 
sacrifice which wus necessary for the de- 
fense of its soil. 

££fThe proceedings of the Kentucky An- 
nual Conference of the M. E. Church — 
fourth day— appear on our first page, and, 
but for unforeseen delays in reaching us, 
should have appeared on Tuesday. This 
loyal body of men, it w ill be observed, are 
"marching on,'' against formidable obsta- 
cles in Kentucky, and have not lost their 
prestige as pioneer Evangelists. One item 
not given by our reporter is the following: 
By the Cincinnati Advocate we see that at 
11 A. M., last Sunday, Bishop Morris 
preached and ordained deacons in the 
church occupied by the Conference.

Society, all at the same hour in the morn- 
ing.

J. C. Harrison, of the Southern M. E. 
Churches, were introduced as visitors to the 
Conference. The Advocate well says, "This 
is progress," especially when considered 
that these clergymen are in 
fraternizing.

Guv. Brown, of Georgia, is perhaps the 
most disgusted man in the Confederacy. 
At any rate he makes tho most parade of 
his disgust. His late message shows how 
great a unanimity was accomplished 
through the reaction of the peace- negotia- 
tion failure. It will be remembered that 
the grandest results of unity and matchless 
devotion to the cause, were predicted from 
that failure, by the high-fliers iu Richmond 
and elsewhere in rebeldom. But Governor 
Brown for one has not been very seriously 
xmitized by it. He says: 

Our government is a military despotism, 
drifting into anarchy, and if the present 
policy is persisted in it must terminate in 
reconstruction with or without subjugation. 

Governor Brown states that he is utterly 
opposed to both; but if he favored either he 
would give his earnest support to the policy 
of the President, as tho surest mode of 
diminishing our armies, exhausting our re- 
sources, and breaking the spirit ol our peo- 
ple, and driving them iu despair to seek 
refuge from worse tyranny by placing 
themselves under aGovernment they loathe 
and detest. 

He opposes the arming of the slaves, be- 
lieving them to be more valuable as ag- 
ricultural laborers than they could be as 
soldiers. They do not wish to go into the 
army, and tne principal restraint now 
upon them is the tear that if they leave the 
enemy will make them fight. Compel them 
to take up arms, and they will desert by 
thousands. 

Whatever may be our opinion of their 
normal condition or interests, we cannot 
expect them to perform deeds of heroism 
wten figuring to continue the enslavement 
of their wives and children, aud it is not 
reasonable to demand it of them. When- 
ever we establish the fact that they are a 
military people, we destroy our theory that 
thev are unfit to be free. When we arm the 
slaves, we abandon slavery. 

There is a good deal more sense than con- 
federate "unity" iu this kind of talk. The 
Governor evidently don't relish the "rotten 
borough" representation in Richmond. He 
fails to discern the unselfish devotion to the 
public weal, iu Humphrey Marshall's pro- 
ject of taking somebody else's constituency 
"by the nape of the neck," aud thrusting 
than into the army : 

He complains of the usurpations of the 
Confederate Congress in levying dispropor- 
tionate taxation, aud says that much of the 
most objectionable legislation is imposed 
upon the' eommlry by the notes <•/ men who met 
without retpou nbimijf to ocmttihiemt§ out <•/ 

Ike (U m i/. 

For the cure of existing evils ho recom- 
mends the repeal of the conscription act aud 
a return to the constit utional mode ol rais- 
ing troops, by requisi lions upon the States, 
the observance of good faith with the sol- 
diers by paying them promptly, the aban- 
donment of impressments and secret ses- 
sions of Congress, no more representation 
without a constituency, and, finally, taking 
from the President his power as Comman- 
der-in-Chief. 

This is not an inspiring view of things. 

Importance of Kichmond. 

As nothing is more probable in the imme- 
diate future than the evacuation ol Rich- 
mond by the rebel army and government, 
aud a prompt acquiescence in the measure 
by the blatant editors of that city, it will 
not be amiss to treasure up the following 
from the Richmond Examiner, which we 
have already published. It occurs in a 
long comment upon Jeff. Davis's public re- 
mark that the abandonment of Richmond 
would not be fatal to the cause, nor partic- 
ularly disastrous. 

bet not this fatal error bo harbored till it 
takes root in the imagination. The evacu- 
ation of Richmond would be the loss of all 
respect and authority toward the Confeder- 
ate Government, the disintegration of the 
army, and the abandonment of the scheme 
ol'an independent Southern Confederation. 
The war would, after that, speedily degen- 
erate into an irregular eon test, in which 
passion would have more to do than pur- 
pose; which would have no other object 
than the mere defense or present safely of 
those immediately persisting in it. The 
hope of establishing a Confederacy and se- 
curing its recognition among nations, 
w ould be gone forever. The common sense 
of the country, the instinct of every man 
and woman in the laud, contradicts the idea 
that any possibility of an independent 
South would remain after its capital was 
abandoned, its Government set adrift, and 
its army withdrawn into the solitudes of 
the interior. 

Each contestant in the war has made 
Richmond the central object of all its plans 
and all its exertions. It has become the 
symbol of the Confederacy. Its loss 
would be material ruin to the cause, and,

"legalized Murder.'" 

[For the Union Press.] 
You ask, "Cau nothing be done to lessen 
these frequent railroad accidents?" The 
increasing recklessness of railroad ollicials 
is appaling. It is indeed. I see it stated 
that 45 railroad disasters have already taken 
jdace in the United .States this year, killing 
til aud injuring 441. A single New York 
daily contains accounts of eight of these 
"accidents." It is said that the railroad 
officer! of 1'eimsylvania admit that at least 
320 persons were killed on their roads in 
and S98 injured on thirty-two roads. 
The decision of all iutelligeut investigators 
would be like that of the Ohio Senate 
special committee, that while railroads are 
a public benefit, and should be fostered by 
all needful and just legislation, it is equal- 
ly the Legislature's duty to protect the 
rights and interests of the people who do 
business upon them; that in the run- 
ning of trains and management of 
the road everything should be done 
with constant reference to the secu- 
rity of the public; that a majority of 
the accidents might and should have been 
avoided, and result from criminal neglect 
to make proper repairs of the roads, rolling 
stock and machinery, and from the intem- 
perance, tnofjuipatautiy and carelessness of 
officers and employees; that every railroad 
companj' should be required to keep every 
thiug intrusted to it in good repair; to place 
sentinels at bridges, culverts and crossings 
in dangerous places; to employ none but 
competent men in all positions of responsi- 
bility; and that all companies, oflicers, 
agents and employees be subjected to the 
payment of forfeitures and penalties for the 
non- performance of their dnties, or the vio- 
lation of any of the laws, or rules and reg- 
ulations made for their government.

General Orders No. 4. 

Reliable evidence has reached these head- 
quarters that emissaries of the rebel Gov- 
ernment are engaged in recruiting for their 
exhausted armies iu the State of Kentucky. 
Appeal* »re again made to the young men 
of the State to disregard their duty and 
risk t heir lives and honor in a wrecked and 
desperate cause, while men who have de- 
serted the rebel service aud are now peace- 
ably at their homes are required to rejoin 
their commands, again encounter the perils 
of treason under the threatened penalty of 
betrayal to the Federal authorities, who, 
they are taught to believe, will treat them 
as outlaws and guerrillas. 

To counteract these efforts to mislead the 
men who have, in good faith, deserted the 
rebel service, all deserters from the rebel 
armies, now in this Department, will, withe 
in thirty' days from date, report themselves 
to the Provost Marshal of the county in 
which they reside for registry. And all 
persons who may hereafter desert from the 
rebel armies and come into this Depart- 
ment will, within five days after their ar- 
rival report themselves for the same pur- 
pose. 

Provost Marshals will receive the report 
of all persons presenting themselves under 
this order, will register the name, age, resi- 
dence, ana the particular military organi- 
zation from wiik:h they have deserted. 
Such registry will he regarded by the mili- 
tary authorities of this Department as a 
distinct renunciation of all further connec- 
tion with the rebel Government and as en- 
titling til* registered person, who demeans 
himself as a peaceable citizen, to military 
protection. 

Persons who refuse to present themselves 
for registry as required by this order will 
be understood as adhering to the rebal gov- 
ernment, and, if captured, will be treated 
as spies, guerrillas, or otherwise, according 
to the circumstances of the case.

It concedes that the 
North came best out of the affair of the 
continuous efforts to frighten England into 
a recognition of the South by pointing out 
that Lee's army is for the present the de- 
fense of Canada; but, from the uncertain 
tenure of that defense for the large num- 
bers of torpedoes, iufers that they intend to 
abandon the coast, or have faith in an early 
peace. 

In the House of Lords Granville said that 
nothing had been done towards the estab- 
lishment of a new colony in Hudson's Bay 
and recover the territory.

Mr. Davis opposed it, contending that 
Mr. Snow occupies the position of an alien 
enemy according to the laws. 

A message was received from the Presi- 
dent, when Mr. Sumner moved to go into 
executive session. 

Mr. Lane wanted a vote taken on the Ar- 
kansas case. 

Mr. Grimes said they could resume that 
question after referring the President's 
nominations to the proper committees. 

The Senate resumed the consideration of 
tho Arkansas question. 

Mr. <i rimes moved that the Senate go in- 
to Executive Session and refer the commu- 
nication for the present. They could then, 
in open session, resume the Arkansas 
question. 

The Senate went into Executive Session, 
after a short time the doors were reopened. 

Mr. Davis resumed his remarks, saying 
that the Supreme Court had unanimously 
agreed that this being a civil war the Uni- 
ted States is entitled to every belligerent 
right as if a foreign war existed. 

The President, Congress and the Supreme 
Court have rec agnized this war in which 
l>elligerent rights attach to the United 
States. This led him to tho conclusion that 
applicants fro v « insurrectionary States, 
which by the President's proclamation, the 
act of Congress and the decision of the Su- 
pi erne Court, are declared portions of the 
party to civil war and alien enemies, aro no 
more entitled to seats than Toombs, from 
Georgia. 

Mr. Grimes replied to Mr. Davis' re- 
marks. 

t^uite a lengthy discussion ensued; Mr. 
Lane, of Kansas, and several members par- 
ticipating. 

Mr. Trumbull did not see any difficulty 
in receiving any respectful papen, as 
thereby the Senate did not commit itself to 
the object proposed. 

Mr. Sumner said three points might be 
considered. 

First, Credentials. 

Second, To lay them on the table. 

Third, To receive and refer them. 

He (Sumner) was indifferent* as to the 
course the Senate should take. A refusal 
to accept would have the effect, if all candi- 
dates were paid mileage and compensa- 
tion, to draw large uumbei ^ of them here, 
and thus deplete the treasury. 

Mr. Lane replied that, when he came 
here as a claimant' to represent a free State 
under the Topeka Convention, his creden- 
tials were received; and, although not ad- 
mitted, he did not ask pay and mileage. 
The free State cause originated the Repub- 
lican party, and led to the overthrow of the 
pro-slavery organization. If the heresy is 
to be insisted on that traitors are to be con- 
sulted in the canstructiou of States, and in- 
surrectionary States are outside of tae 
Union, our party will be overthrown as the 
pro slavery party was overthrown. 

Mr. Sumner suggested that the Senate 
put its foot on mileage and compensation. 
The mileage of the Senators from Louis- 
iana and Arkansas would bo about eight 
thousand dollars. 

Mr. Howard said the Senate ought not 
receive the credentials because the so-called 
State of Arkansas did not exist in law or in 
i'act. 

The credentials were referred to the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Sumner offered the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, That where a State has been 
declared to be in insurrection no person 
can be recognized as Senator from such 
State, or as claimant of a seat as Senator 
from such State, until after the occurrence 
of three several conditions: 1st. Cessation 
of all armed hostility to the United States 
within the limits ofsuch States. 2d. Adoption 
by such States of a Constitution, republi- 
cstu in form, and not repugnant to the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States, aud 
5d, an act of Congress declaring tho people 
of such State {entitled to representation in 
the Congress of the United States. Laid 
over. 

The Chair laid before the Senate a mes- 
sage from the President enclosing a letter 
from the Secretary of State. 

The Senate. had requested the President 
to return tho joint resolution prohibiting 
the payment of land grants to railroad com- 
panies. 

The official reply is that the right of 
either house at a subsequent Congress to 
recall any bill or resolution may be regard- 
ed as questionable undor the act of 1783, 
which makes no provisio. s for any case 
similar to it under the Constitution. The 
law requires the copies and the riginals 
of all documents to be tiled in the State De- 
partment when not otherwise provided for, 
to keep .such papers rather than return 
them to the Senate as has been the practice. 

Mr. Lane offered a resolution to pay 
claimauts of seats from Arkansas and 
Louisiana; referred to the Committee on 
ContinL

To authorize and establish a Pnliflt Depait 
ment under the uniform system, for the 
city of Louisville, and prescribing the 
iiualiiications for termand tenue of ollice. 
Section 1. lie U ordained by the (Jencrul 
Council of the City of Louisville, That a Po- 
lice Department, uuder the uuiforui 
tem, is hereby authorized and established, 
and shall consist of a superintendent ol po- 
lice, a clerk of police, two sergeants of po- 
lice, twenty-four day, and forty-eight uiuht 
watchman, aud four detectives— all, eighty 
men.

buttons, and blue pantaloons. The daj 
and night watchmen shall wear single- 
breasted blue cloth coats, with rolling col- 
lars, nine buttons on the breast and two on 
the hips; blue waistcoat and blue panta- 
loons, on the outer seam of which shall be 
a white cord. Caps, shields, belts, em- 
blems, devices and buttons shall be fur- 
nished at the cost of the city, but the ninth 
shall he obtained by the members of the 
force at their own expense, from the city 
authorities at the cost of importation, and 
shall be p'ocured uowhereelse.

The Flood.— The Rivkk continues ris- 
ing, though but very slowly last evening, 
the rise then being less than half an inch 
per hour, and we think it will commence 
receding to-day. The weather, however, 
has been unpropitious, a light drizzling 
rain falling nearly all day. 

The rise during the M hours ending with 
8 o'clock list evening had been \9 or 20 
inches, with about 40 feet water on the falls 
and <>u feet water in the channel at the foot 
of the falls. 

The present rise is 0 or 8 inches below the 
freshets of 1K*>2 and 1850, fully 7H feet be- 
low the flood of 1847, and 8 feet 2 inches 
less than the memorable flood of 1818. 

The Kentucky river, as we learn by dis- 
patch from Frankfort, was stiil rising yes- 
terday morning, having attained the high- 
est stage known for many vears. The flood 
in that stream has causfM the Ohio at this 
point to rise relatively higher than at CiuJ 
cinnati.
